Mr. Shadley then re- 
paired to Attorney Levy Mayer's office and 
inquired if the employers would like to meet 
Mr. Shea. Mr. Mayer said that he was ex- 
tremely busy, but would try to arrange a 
conference for 2 p. m. 

At the hour named President Shea, accom- 
panied by W. J. Gibbons and President Dold 
of the federation of labor, appeared at Mr. 
Mayer’e office, where Mr. Shadiey was 
waiting, together with a committee of the 
employers, consisting of Robert J. Thorne, 
F. H. Armstrong. John T. Pirie Jr., and 
W. E. Clow.

In the second speech he admitted there had 
been abuses in the transportation business 
which, fortunately, were growing less every 
year, though there still remained here and 
there preferential rates Which were fn favor 
of certain large shippers, and which bear 
down unjustly on others.
